1.  Introductions 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:08  by  Andy  Scheer.  Everyone  introduced  themselves  and  quorum  was 
established.

The  October  22"*^  2014  DRAFT  Agenda  was  reviewed,  and  approved  by  consensus. 

3.  Review/  Approve  Sept  24*'’  2014  Draft  Minutes-  VOTE 

The  September  24th  2014  DRAFT  Minutes  were  reviewed,  amended  and  approved  by  consensus. 

4.  San  Francisco  HIV  Essential  Health  Benefits 

• Bill  Hirsh  presented  the  EHB  document,  and  explained  its  intent. 


o Ken  Pearce  asked  who  would  be  signing  the  "pledge"  included  in  the  doc. 
o T.J.  Lee  asked  that  housing  be  given  priority,  and  that  prevention  section  of  the  pledge  not  be 
an  unfunded  mandate  and  that  the  doc  address  from  where  the  funding  would  come, 
o Mark  Ryle  contrasted  the  SF  EHB  doc,  with  similar  documents  produced  by  our  NY  analog.  He 
also  asked  the  group  to  prioritize  "what  must  happen,  need  to  happen,  like  to  happen?" 
o Lisa  Dazols  highlighted  the  need  for  a focus  on  the  elderly  population, 
o Bill  Hirsh  invited  the  members  of  the  group  to  add  on  an  appendix  to  the  doc. 
o Andy  Scheer  suggested  providing  evidence  or,  the  experience  of  providers  and  consumers, 
o Kevin  Hutchcroft  stated  that  there  is  a great  deal  of  evidence  to  draw  from, 
o Ken  Pearce  expressed  concern  about  access  to  education  and  knowledge  of  services 
especially  among  those  most  in  need. 

o T.J.  Lee  suggested  adding  a focus  on  the  aging  to  the  pledge.  He  also  suggested  adding  desired 


outcomes. 


5.  HCRTF  1.0  Action  Items 

• Andy  Scheer  stated  that  guidance  for  the  work  group  comes  from  the  Health  Care  Reform  Task  Force 
conclusions  and  thus  encouraged  the  group  to  read  though  these  conclusions. 

6.  EAHP  Update  & Data  Collection  Efforts 

• Andy  Chu  explained  that  Jolene  Wong  will  no  longer  be  attending  the  EHB  meetings,  and  that  Alana 
Hawkins  will  be  taking  her  place.  Also  he  stated  that  PRC  is  looking  for  a Spanish  speaking  benefits 
advocate.  Andy  then  went  on  to  explain  the  methodology  of  PRC's  Data  Collection  Efforts. 
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Andy  Scheer  discussed  including  data  collection  from  other  agencies  in  effort  to  develop 
patterns  or  challenges  in  accessing  benefits. 

Lisa  Dazols  asked  what  form  this  data  collection  process  would  take. 

Andy  Scheer  discussed  developing  unique  identifiers  to  enter  into  a spread  sheet  with  specific 
data  points  in  order  to  capture  client  issues  that  aren't  being  reported  to  PRC. 

Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  stated  that  it  would  be  more  effective  for  DPH  to  foment  this 
process 

Kevin  Hutchcroft  stated  that  he  would  need  to  see  this  data  collection  tool  before  he  could 
begin  this  process. 

Ken  Pearce  expressed  a need  to  focus  on  aging  population. 

Andy  Chu  stated  that  while  that  was  valid,  the  data  collection  would  be  more  focused  on 
income. 

The  group  discussed  the  feasibility  of  starting  the  process  as  a pilot,  and  what  additional 
burden  would  this  place  on  service  providers. 

> T.J.  Lee  suggested  bringing  in  Kaiser  on  data  collection  Program. 

. Andy  Scheer  suggested  contacting  Rebecca  Dawson  at  Kaiser. 

V ■ Andy  Chu  stated  that  PRC  have  a computer  lab  for  clients  to  enroll  in  OAHIPP. 
o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  stated  that  updated  formulary  info  was  not  yet  available  and  Andy 
Chu  from  PRC  would  deal  with  enrolling  client  without  current  info, 
o Andy  Chu  explained  that  they  would  simply  provide  the  most  up  to  date  info  while  explaining 
what  info  was  not  available. 

o Andy  Scheer  opened  the  topic  of  creating  a guide  to  self-enrollment  in  OAHIPP. 
o Lisa  Dazols  suggested  that  the  State  Office  of  AIDS  could  create  more  user  friendly 
instructions. 

o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  stated  that  it  would  be  potentially  timelier  if  we  created 
something  here  within  SF. 

o Andy  Scheer  suggested  that  maybe  a local  agency  could  take  the  lead  in  developing  this  tool, 
o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  stated  the  Foundation  could  begin  the  process. 

7.  OA-HIPP  Update 

• Andy  Scheer  began  by  explaining  that  Ramzel  would  be  moving  OA-HIPP  into  an  online  portal,  and 
outlined  problems  with  previous  system.  Further  he  discussed  the  issue  of  ADAP  enrollment 
workers  having  to  take  on  OA-HIPP,  and  that  a data  request  has  been  made  to  OA  in  order  to 
potentially  improve  OA-HIPP  functionally  moving  forward. 

• Valerie  Kirby  presented  on  Information  gathering  efforts  around  OA-HIPP  functionality,  she  stated 
that  they  will  be  disseminating  their  results  soon. 

8.  ADAP  Update 

• Lisa  Dazols  states  that  she  is  working  with  Colleen  Buggs  to  develop  recommendations  from 
enrollment  workers,  she  then  presents  the  initial  draft. 


9.  Patient  & Provider  HC  Reform  Education  Initiatives 

• Andy  Scheer  began  the  discussion  about  developing  a resource  guide,  wiki,  or  listserv. 

• T.J.  Lee  Stated  that  DPH  is  about  to  release  an  electronic  resource  guide. 

• Kevin  Hutchcroft  stated  that  there  would  still  be  a need  for  an  interactive  info  source. 

• The  group  discussed  the  feasibility  of  making  this  happen. 

10.  Medical  Update 
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• Andy  Scheer  presented  the  MC  306  Appointment  of  Representative  form  to  facilitate  ease  of 
communication  between  enrollment  workers  and  medical  providers.

1.  Introductions 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:12  by  Andy  Scheer.  Everyone  introduced  themselves  and  quorum  was 

established. 

2.  Review/Approve  January  28^'’  2014  DRAFT  Agenda  - VOTE 

The  January  28^*"  2014  DRAFT  Agenda  was  reviewed,  and  approved  by  consensus. 

3.  Review/  Approve  December  3"''  2014  Draft  Minutes-  VOTE 

The  December  3'^'^  2014  DRAFT  Minutes  were  reviewed,  amended  and  approved  by  consensus. 

4.  ADAP&HIPP 

• Andy  Scheer  reported  that  a new  ADAP  enrollment  workers  call  has  been  implemented.  It's  an 
opportunity  for  the  enrollment  works  to  connect  with  the  State  Office  of  AIDS. 

• Andy  Scheer  introduced  the  "Recommendations  from  Enrollment  Workers:  Notes  from  ADAP  EW 
Advisory  Committee  Conference  Calls"-  Lisa  Dazols  created  a document  based  on  the  feedback  from 
enrollment  workers  and  that  has  been  sent  to  the  OA. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  mentioned  that  all  OA  communication  to  patients  cannot  mention  HIV  or 
AIDS,  which  has  caused  confusion  for  people  when  receiving  information.  She  spoke  with  a rep  about 
the  possibility  of  adding  a box  to  opt  out  of  that  security  measure.  The  OA  rep  said  it  might  be 
something  they  could  add,  but  it  would  take  a while. 

• Lisa  Dazols  suggested  online  or  email  recertification  to  the  OA  and  they  responded  that  online 
communication  is  a long-term  goal  for  them 

• The  taskforce  spoke  about  the  two  major  issues  for  ADAP  EWs:  unbearable  workloads  and  need  for 
enrollment  sites  reimbursement. 

o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson-  some  counties  give  the  reimbursement  money  back  to  the  site. 

o Anne  Donnelly-  one  of  the  things  we  will  ask  during  the  budget  is  to  support  enrollment 
workers. 

o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  spoke  about  a project  to  reach  out  to  ADAP  EWs  from  throughout 
the  state  to  understand  their  workload. 

o Lisa  Dazols  suggested  getting  enrollment  numbers  for  each  worker  from  Ramsell. 

• Chuan  Teng  spoke  about  glitches  with  the  ADAP  online  system.  When  ADAP  requests  new 
information,  the  system  will  not  load  the  new  information. 
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• Antly  Nche«»»  ^poke  about  ADAP  scanning  pilot  program.  There  are  3 or  4 enrollment  workers  who 
have  volunteered  to  scan  documents  for  ADAP  once  they  receive  the  scanner.  HRSA  has  asked  them 
to  do  a secondary  review  of  eligibility. 

couriney  Mulhern-Pearson-  I think  that  might  be  a couple  months  away  from  being  rolled 
out 

Anne  Donnelly  suggested  that  on  the  EWs  call  someone  ask  for  the  BETA  test  for  the  new 
scanned  documents  pilot  before  it  is  rolled  out. 

• The  taskforce  spoke  about  the  ADAP  audit  and  how  strict  it  is. 

Lisa  Dazols-  We  asked  them  to  loosen  the  requirements  where  they  can. 

Anne  Donnelly  suggested  bringing  concerns  about  ADAP  audit  to  HRSA. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  inquired  if  OA  HIPP  is  working  better. 

Chuan  Teng  noted  that  the  EAHP  program  has  had  less  people  come  in  for  OA  HIPP  issues. 
MediCal  HIPP  relaxed  some  rules,  as  well. 

5.  Collaboration  with  HHS 

• Front  Line  Workers  Gathering  2015 

Andy  Scheer  spoke  about  the  upcoming  meeting  for  front  line  workers  to  meet,  and  assess 
work  and  hopefully  generate  on-going  meetings. 

Chuan  Teng  added  that  there  will  be  an  initial  screening  and  info  gathering  and  then  a follow 
up  training  to  fill  in  gaps  of  knowledge.  The  goal  is  to  develop  a network  that  will  be  sustained 
overtime. 

o Andy  Scheer  noted  that  the  meeting  is  coming  from  the  document  created  by  HIV  Taskforce, 
c Anne  Donnelly  suggested  that  some  of  the  Front  Line  Workers  issues  be  brought  to  the  state. 

• ARIES  for  County-wide,  Universal  Eligibility 

vT  Andy  Scheer  spoke  about  a meeting  on  Monday  to  look  at  Aries  and  see  if  it  can  be  used  for 
universal  eligibility. 

• Leadership  Meeting  prep 

o Lee  Jewell  announced  that  the  meeting  is  Feb  13‘^  at  1:00pm. 

6.  Getting  to  Zero 

• Bill  Hirsh  spoke  about  the  hearing  called  by  Scott  Weiner  to  talk  about  Getting  to  Zero  and  the  HIV 
budget.  First  the  advocacy  is  making  sure  there  is  no  budget  cuts  and  then  we  can  work  on  possibly 
expansion.  We  will  be  meeting  with  sup.  Campos  to  go  over  some  of  his  concerns. 

• Bill  Hirsh-  the  new  AIDS  housing  plan  has  been  finalized.  While  it  does  a good  job  at  describing  the 
need,  it  doesn't  do  a great  job  at  outlining  how  to  get  to  that  goal.  I think  we  need  to  think  about 
housing  goals  to  put  into  our  ask. 

• Anne  Donnelly  inquired  about  PREP  navigators. 

o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  suggested  to  the  consortium  that  is  be  just  navigators  not  just 
PREP  navigators. 

• Andy  Scheer-  inquired  if  there  should  be  a "getting  to  zero"  representative  on  this  council  and  vis- 
versa. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  suggested  that  the  "Getting  to  Zero"  executive  committee  have  a 
meeting  with  the  HIV  HR  Task  Force  executive  committee.  She  explained  that  the  executive 
committee  is  driving  the  decisions. 

• Anne  Donnelly  and  Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  suggested  that  Getting  to  Zero  get  more  involved 
with  the  HHSPC. 

o Mark  Molnar  suggested  that  maybe  the  three  co-chairs  could  be  invited. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  spoke  about  the  lack  of  transparency  with  "Getting  to  Zero" 
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• Lee  Jewell-  spoke  about  the  initial  start  of  "Getting  to  Zero"  and  how  that  may  have  affected  who  was 
included  in  the  group. 

7.  EHB  Document 

• Andy  Scheer  is  going  to  finish  some  edits  and  then  there  will  be  another  draft  at  the  next  meeting. 

• Mark  Molnar  asked  if  he  could  get  a draft  copy  so  there  can  be  some  council  input  beforehand. 

8.  MediCal  Update 

• Anne  Donnelly  reported  that  MediCal  has  been  seeking  out  11-15  demonstration  waivers  which  is  for 
new  and  innovative  ways  to  improve  health.  That  waiver  is  over  in  Oct,  2015  and  we  have  to  summit  a 
new  11-15  waiver.  We  are  also  submitting  a waiver  for  mental  health  and  substance  use.  The  big 
issues  in  the  waiver  is  system  delivery  and  it  might  bring  up  some  projects.

Some  people  are  getting  taken  of  ACA  and 
being  put  on  MediCal  even  when  they  don't  qualify.  We’re  having  a meeting  with  OA  and  MediCal  to 
try  and  figure  it  out. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson-  spoke  about  people  having  issues  getting  off  Medi-Cal. 

• Andy  Scheer  spoke  about  issues  with  Kaiser.  Patients  who  have  MediCal  with  Kaiser,  do  not  have 
access  to  chemical  dependency  recovery  programs  or  mental  health  programs. 

• The  taskforce  spoke  about  Kaiser  putting  HIV  meds  in  the  specialty  category. 

• Anne  Donnelly  suggested  setting  up  a meeting  with  Kaiser. 

• Chuan  Teng  - Kaiser  is  kicking  people  off  of  their  plan  if  they're  65+.

1.  Introductions 

■ ^ ^ The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:05  by  Andy  Scheer.  Everyone  introduced  themselves  and  quorum  was 
established. 

2.  Review/Approve  February  17**’  2015  DRAFT  Agenda  - VOTE 

- The  February  17^*^  2015  DRAFT  Agenda  was  reviewed,  and  approved  by  consensus. 

3.  Review/  Approve  January  28*^  2015  Draft  Minutes-  VOTE 

The  January  28**^  2015  DRAFT  Minutes  were  reviewed,  amended  and  approved  by  consensus. 

4.  SF  HIV  Essential  Health  Benefits  Document 

• Bill  Hirsh  introduced  the  newest  Essential  Health  Benefits  document.  He  is  awaiting  some  editing  and 
feedback,  and  then  will  draft  appendix  to  add  the  "Getting  to  Zero"  effort. 

o Ali  Cone  inquired  as  to  when  it  would  be  circulated 
o Bill  Hirsh- 1 would  say  probably  by  the  next  meeting. 

5.  HHS  + HHCRTF  Leadership  Meeting  Recap 

• Andy  Scheer  reported  that  HHS  and  HHCRTF  spoke  about  the  ADAP  enrollment  worker's  issues  with 
availability  and  workload.  HHS  is  working  on  getting  us  stats  on  ADAP  enrollment  workers  and 
capacity.  There  was  a large  discussion  about  systems  drain,  especially  with  what  we're  hearing  from 
Kaiser  and  UCSF;  lots  of  new  patients  and  the  system  is  stretched. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  noted  that  she  has  received  emails  from  Kaiser  Patients  who  are  going  to 
run  out  of  meds  soon  and  can't  get  through. 

• The  Taskforce  summarized  some  of  the  issues  that  patients  of  Kaiser  are  facing,  including  too  many 
patients,  HIV  meds  being  classified  as  specialty  tier,  requiring  high  med  co-pays,  ADAP  not  be  offered 
to  cover  co-pays  etc. 

• Anne  Donnelly  and  Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  are  meeting  with  people  from  Kaiser  this  week. 

• Anne  Donnelly  spoke  about  the  need  for  advocacy-  there  is  no  cost  regulations  for  drugs,  which  leads 
to  problems  such  as  the  one  with  Kaiser. 

■ Andy  Scheer  suggested  that  they  come  up  with  some  questions  for  the  hearing. 

• The  taskforce  came  up  with  a set  of  questions  for  Kaiser. 
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6.  Front  Line  Worker  Gathering  (ACA  ♦ HIV:  A Frontline  View)  early  May  2015 

• Chuan  Teng  reported  on  the  upcoming  Front  Line  Worker's  Gathering.  It's  happening  in  May-  first  or 

ond  week  Eureka  Valley  Rec  Center  will  likely  be  the  venue.  We  want  to  develop  survey  questions 
and  language  for  the  initial  email  alert  and  invitation. 

• Andy  Scheer  noted  that  he  started  working  on  the  survey. 

• Anne  Donnelly  suggested  including  Alameda  County. 

Chuan  Teng  it's  a 3 or  4 hour  meeting  and  we'll  need  that  time  to  go  through  all  of  the 
navigation  of  SF  services.  It's  so  geared  toward  the  city. 

Lee  Jewell  suggested  inviting  a few  key  people  could  be  included  so  they  can  possibly  take  it 
to  Alameda. 

• Anne  Donnelly  agreed  to  collaborate  and  find  out  who  would  be  best  to  possibly  invite  from 
Alameda  Co. 

7.  ARIES  for  County-wide  Eligibility 

• Andy  Scheer  reported  back  on  the  ARIES  meeting  a couple  weeks  ago.  Two  big  things  came  out  of  it: 

. The  intention  to  use  ARIES  for  county-wide  eligibility  is  there. 

. There  needs  to  be  some  sort  of  guidance  written  down  and  sent  out  to  the  county  so  that 
everyone  knows  the  practice 

We  need  to  get  the  OK  from  governance,  that  eligibility  can  be  county-wide. 

• Kevin  Hutchcroft-  a lot  of  the  biggest  providers  don't  use  ARIES,  they  import  it. 

• Bill  Hirsh  inquired  about  the  ARIES  process  and  why  it's  important  to  have  it  be  county-wide. 

Andy  Scheer-  to  take  the  burden  off  of  the  client,  and  not  have  to  ask  them  as  often  for 
documents. 

o Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  noted  that  she  uses  ARIES  for  state  stuff, 
o Bill  Hirsh  spoke  about  difficulties  with  ARIES  and  the  security  issues  surrounding  it. 
o Kevin  Hutchcroft  noted  that  ARIES  is  HRSA  regulation. 

• Anne  Donnelly  suggested  a card  or  some  sort  of  certification  that  the  clients  could  keep  to  show  that 
they're  in  the  system. 

• Andy  Scheer- 1 am  hoping  there  is  a DPH  created  protocol  moving  forward. 

8.  OA  Updates  (ADAP  & OA-HIPP,  Ramsell) 

• Anne  Donnelly  spoke  about  the  scanning  program  and  how  ADAP  never  ran  the  BETA  test  prior  to 
rolling  it  out. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  noted  that  OA-HIPP  has  been  doing  a bit  better,  and  the  problems  seem 
to  be  coming  from  ADAP. 

• Anne  Donnelly  noted  that  ADAP  has  not  provided  the  information  for  what  a patient  needs  to  appeal. 

o Chuan  Teng-  There  are  no  California  code  of  regulations,  but  ADAP  has  state  guidelines  that 
they're  supposed  to  adhere  here,  that  they're  not. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-  Pearson-  noted  that  ADAP  is  hiring  some  additional  staff,  and  she  is  going  to 
advocate  that  some  of  their  new  staff  be  to  manage  the  program. 

• Chuan  Teng  spoke  to  the  importance  of  a client  writing  an  official  letter,  speaking  to  the  problems. 

o Andy  Scheer-  there  isn't  much  publicity  of  these  issues.  There  hasn't  been  any  media  around 
this. 

o Chuan  Teng  spoke  about  some  of  the  media  engagement  her  office  has  been  involved  with. 

• Anne  Donnelly  suggested  that  the  Taskforce  create  a letter. 

• Kevin  Hutchcroft  noted  that  people  are  not  getting  due  process  to  appeal. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson-  the  stakeholders  group  said  that  they'd  consider  options,  but  they 
haven't  followed  through.  One  of  the  things  we  ask  for  is  meeting  minutes. 
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• Anne  Donnelly  spoke  about  the  difficulties  with  Ramsell. 

• Andy  Scheer-  OA  HIPP-  UCSF  CAPS  came  out  with  a report.  It  was  helpful.  I sent  it  to  the  ADAP 
enrollment  workers  advisory  committee. 

• Courtney  Mulhern-Pearson  noted  that  trouble  shooting  assistance  and  increased  money  for 
reimbursement  for  OA  HIPP  and  ADAP  will  be  asked  in  the  budget. 

• Andy  Scheer  spoke  about  a client  who  has  Medi-Cal  managed  health  care,  and  moved  to  San 
Francisco.  Because  he  is  in  a new  county,  another  agency  won't  accept  his  plan  and  he  is  about  to  run 
out  of  meds. 

• Anne  Donnelly-  Medi-Cal  is  county  by  county-  It's  a huge  issue  for  people  who  are  homeless. 

o Anne  Donnelly  suggested  getting  ADAP  getting  involved. 

• Anne  Donnelly  spoke  about  a new  Medi  Cal  waiver  going  into  the  feds.  We  have  proposed  the  idea  of 
working  on  some  type  of  targeted  HIV-  at  risk  program  that  might  be  put  into  the  waiver  and  get  extra 
funding.  We've  been  told  that  we  should  first  go  to  counties  and  get  ideas.  Some  of  the  ideas  have 
been  access  to  PREP.  Maybe  this  group  could  be  a part  of  that  meeting. 

• Lee  Jewell  suggested  that  it  be  added  to  the  next  agenda.
